An important aspect of Sierra Madre’s Clean-Up, Paint- 
Up, Fix-Up program is the war on rats. 

Rats, probably the most dangerous, useless and de¬ 
structive pests known, are no strangers to our city. They 
harbor the germs of more than half dozen serious diseases, 
including bubonic plague, typhus (we had a case in Sier¬ 
ra Madre), infectious jaundice, rat-bite fever and food in¬ 
fections. 

Control is our most effective weapon and control is feas¬ 
ible only if war is declared on rats. Rat extermination 
is a must in every Clean-Up, Paint-Up, Fix-Up program. 
This is a job for everybody. The entire formula for rat con¬ 
trol can be summed up in “Build ’em out—Starve ’em out 

_Kill ’em.” Obviously, entire community cooperation is 

necessary to make it effective. 

To eliminate rats, the public should be made aware 
of these elementary facts: 

1. Build out the rat. 

a. Cover basement windows and doors 1 with strong 

screening. 

b. Close holes around pipes and cracks. 

c. Install gratings or ventilators and similar open¬ 

ings. 

d. Equip doors likely to be left open with closing 

devices. 

e. Eliminate hollow spaces under floors. 

2. Eliminate the rat’s food supply 

a. Place garbage in tightly covered metal con¬ 

tainers. 

b. Keep containers where they cannot be over¬ 

turned by dogs. * 

c. Keep feed for animals in covered containers. 

d. Remove food left over from feeding animals. 

e. Keep all stored foods and stock feed protected 

from rats. 

3. Kill the rat 

a. Poison rats. 

b. Fumigate rat burrows. 

c. Trap rats wherever poison cannot be used. 

4. Eliminate the rat’s harborage 

a. Clean out all trash and rubbish from buildings, 

b. Stack up lumber* stove wood, boxes, etc., on 

racks at least 18” above ground and not 

closer than one foot to walls . 

c. Cut high grass and weeds.
